An ex tension of the strik e is said 
to hinge on the action of the Joint 
council tonight 
May or Dunne said today if the ex ­ 
tension of the strik e was accomp a­ 
nied by violence, the military would 
be called for.

Chicago, lU., May 15.—^A develop ­ 
ment In the fierce labor war that Is 
waging in C hici^ is that in all p roba- ©n 
biUty federal troop s will be called be­ 
fore the week Is ended, and that the 
city will be in a state of siege. 
The reason for this belief is that 
the T^un Owners* association, which 
has up to this time maintained a neu­ 
tral stand, has served an ultimatum 
ott the teamsters* union that it will 
for<^ uciiveries to the ^^^x uck ** houses 
and align themselves with the Em­ 
p loy ers* association unless the strik e 
is called o ff. 
Immediately following this ultima­ 
tum the teamsters* union held a meet­ 
ing and finaUy decided to continue 
the fight and tie up the entire business 
of the city , if necessary , to win the 
battle. The team owners at once call­ 
ed a meetii^ for today to arrange 
their p lans. They emp loy 10.000 driv­ 
ers, and to lock them out will mean 
an ex p ansion of the industrial tie-up 
such as will mak e what has gone be­ 
fore look lik e a p igmy beside a giant, 
the number of teamsters being out up 
to this time being 3500. 
Manifestly 
the p olice and dep uty sheriffs can not 
control the situation should the en­ 
larged strik e come, and troop s will be 
absolutely necessary to p reserve the 
p eace. 
The Chicago Joint livery men’s as­ 
sociation has become Involved in the 
trouble, and the strik e of the 
2 (MM) 
drivers emp loy ed by this organization 
is imminenL The trouble was brought 
abo ut by the union carriage drivers 
infusing to carry patro ns, of the as 
sociation to the strik e-bound dep art- 
ment sto rea. 
A itatement was giv en o at by the 
uso ciaUo n last night that co mmenc 
Ing to day the men wo uld be co mpelled 
to carry all patro ns to their destina­ 
tio n. and that a refusal meant Imme­ 
diate diadiarge.

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MOBBRLY’S PBOBLBM. 
Moberly, 
like Sedalia and 
other 
towns, has its automobiles, and a com- 
Idaint is made that these vehicles 
0care the horses that are not accus­ 
tomed to them, especlaUy those of 
farm ers who come to town to trade. 
Of course, the owner of an automo- 
hUe has a right to use the streets and 
the roads, but equally of course he 
desires to do so in such a way as to 
cause the l ^ t dwiger and annoyance. 
The Moherly Demociat suggests 
a 
way in which this can be done by mu­ 
tual consent of the owners of horses 


and automobiles: 


**A prominent gentleman 
of 
this 
city presented an idea yesterday that 
might be well to put in practice. Just 
now there is much uneasiness among 
the country folk as well as many in 
the city over the scaring of horses by 
the automobiles. 
It was 
suggested 
th at one street from the south be re­ 
served for horses only. That is, that 
an arrangement be made with the au- 
tmnobile owners to not run their ma­ 
chine in this particular street for a 
few months at least, until Uie horses 
N 
became 
accustomed 
to these 
ma­ 
chines. There are some who think the 
automobile ought not to be allowed 
on the main thoroughfares, 
but 
it 
m akes no difference what they think, 
these machines are here to stay, and. 
In fact, do not scare horses more than 
•the bicycles did when first used. The 
antomobiles may 
for a time 
keep 
some from coming to Moberly, but as 
there is no town or city to which they 
can go without meeting them, the only 
resource left is to accustom all horses 
to meeting them. While this is being 
done, it might be wise to have certain 
streets upon which the machines be 
not run, and so placarded.’»» 


Secretary 
Morton 
declares 
that 
American freight rates are lower and 
wages of railroad employes higher in 
this country than in Europe, and from 
this premise reaches the conclusion 
th at government regulation of freight 
rates is not needed and should not be 
allowed. 
Secretary Morton, says the 
Commoner, is not the only man who 
takes the wrong view of this question. 
It is not a question of w'hether the 
rates are low er in this country than in 
other countries, but whether they are 
higher than in justice and right they 
should be. Another phase of the ques­ 
tion is;.^\re the people entitled to as­ 
surance that some shippers are not 
being henefitted at the expense of 
other shippers by corporations that 
are primarily chartered to give equal 
service to all the people? If the rates 
charged bring in more than enough 


revenue to pay operating expenses 
and reasonable interest on the money 
Invested, then the rates charged are 
too high. 
If one set of shippers are 
being favored at the expense of an­ 
other set of shippers, then the railroad 
Is violating the spirit of the law un­ 
der which it is chartered. 
But rail­ 
road rates that permit of large divi­ 
dends on stock watered from 300 to 
1000 per cent are too high, no m atter 
If they are lower than rates charged 


in other countries. 


prejudice and passionate party ani­ 
mus, and in its stead the coming of an 
era of kindly feeling and mutual re­ 
spect among those wrho entertain hon­ 
est differences of opinion as to poli­ 
cies and principles of 
government.

There is winged termite, but the 
real dep redators are soft-bodies, large- 
headed and milk y white, less than a 
quarter of an inch in length. 
A colony of termites in the trop ics 
has a k ing and queen, the latter p os­ 
sessing an enormous cap acity for lay­ 
ing eggs. 
In this country this queen 
not been found.

threatened or undergoing attack by

buildings is essential. 
If the winged termites are seen to 
emerge from any p articular p lace, by 
the remo%'al of flooring and the op en­ 
ing of walls, the colony may be reach­ 
ed and destroyed by steam, hot water, 
or. p referably, k erosene or some other 
p etroleum oil. To destroy the winged 
indiv iduals is of no v alue at all; the 
colony itself must be reached. 
But in p laces where the p est has 
become so serious as in Clev eland, for 
instance, the only remedy seems to 
be ultimately the rep lacing of wooden 
floors, ect., by stone, brick or cement.
